I  an:  writing  to  you  as  representing  the 
professors  wno  presented  the  memorial  in  tne  name  of  certain  members  o 
t,ne  staff  asking  me  to  transmit  it  to  the  Board  of  Governors.  I  read 
it  to  tne  Board  yesterday  afternoon,  ana  it  received  most  sympathetic 
attention.  After  it  had  bee<n  read  several  members  of  the  Board  at 
once  remarked  Inat  tney  felt  that  the  professors  were  fully  justified 
in  what  they  had  said  as  to  the  condition  of  their  salaries. 

The  C  fair  map.  of  the  Board  is  transmitting  a 
copy  of  the  memorandum  to  tne  Government,  and  mention  of  the  taot  that 
suer*  a  memorandum  would  be  presented  was  made  by  the  committee  that 
appeared  before  tne  Government  last  Tuesday. 

I  hope  that  it  may  be  possible  for  the 
Government  to  improve  the  financial  condition  of  tne  university  so 
that  tne  salaries  may  be  raised,  because  T  realise  not  only  tne 
distress  occasioned  by  the  present  condition  but  tne  irritation 
caused  by  tnis  state  of  affairs.
